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‘Innocent man’ 
had cheekbone 
fractured in 
Porthcawl attack 


Vale Show set fair for success! 


ALCOHOL-fuelled violence in Porthcawl 
resulted in a totally innocent man 
suffering a fractured cheekbone, which 
required the insertion of two metal plates. 

For what was described as “a vicious, 
unprovoked, gratuitous attack”, Ellis Perks appeared 
at Cardiff Crown Court and was sentenced to 15 
months imprisonment, suspended for two years. 

Perks, of Gibbons Way, North Cornelly, was also 
ordered to carry out 200 hours unpaid work and to 
pay his victim, Andrew O’Brien, £750 
compensation. 

He pleaded guilty to a charge of inflicting 
grievous bodily harm. 

Said Judge Tom Crowther QC: “Mr O’Brien was 
absolutely blameless. This was a disgraceful 
episode.” 

Prosecutor Julian Greenwood said that on the

night of October 13 last year, Mr O’Brien and a 
friend, Owain Davies, had a night out in Porthcawl. 

In one bar, they saw Perks, who shouted:“What 
are you looking at?” 

He later said he was going to knock out the two 
men. 

They went outside and were followed by Perks, 
who offered Mr O’Brien the chance to throw the first 
punch. He refused. 

Perks then pushed him into the road and delivered 
“a very powerful punch” to his head. 

Mr O’Brien was taken to Morriston Hospital 
where two metal plates were put into his fractured 
left cheekbone. 

When arrested said Mr Greenwood, Perks said he 
had been drunk but would not accept he was the 
aggressor. 

The victim, a bricklayer, said he had lost seven 
weeks’ employment and had struggled to pay his 
mortgage. 

He added that he was not sleeping properly, was 
taking very strong painkillers and could not handle 
being in a crowd, with the result that he could not 
use his season ticket to watch Cardiff City. 

He also said he had become withdrawn and feared 
for his safety. 

John Ryan, for Perks, said: “One punch was 
delivered. There has been real contrition and he is 
disgusted and ashamed. 

“He is trusted and is hardworking. This is his first 
conviction for violence.” 

Much of the time, he said, he took care of his 
invalid father.

Potter walked off and the Fire Service 
were called. 

Fortunately, the occupier of the 
premises, Norah Jones, had gone out.

AN arsonist who started a blaze 
during a dispute with a neighbour 
has been given an extended 
sentence of nine years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Judge Christopher Llewellyn-Jones 
ordered that Tina Potter, 54, should serve a 
prison sentence of six years and be on 
licence for the remaining three years. 

Potter, of Caerau Road, Maesteg, had 
been found guilty of arson, being reckless 
as to whether life would be endangered. 

She was found not guilty of damaging by 
fire a flat in Caerau Road with intent to 
endanger life. 

The court heard that in 2010, she was 
convicted of an offence of arson, 
committed in a supermarket. 

Prosecutor David Elias said that on 
November 3 last year. Potter pushed a piece

of lighted paper through the letterbox of a 
flat in Caerau Road. 

Bethan Worrell lived in that road, and 
Potter lived above her. In the past, there had 
been difficulties with Potter, who had been 
causing a nuisance to Bethan Worrell. 

Potter had put takeaway food through the 
letterbox and had been loud and noisy. 

Matters came to a head, said Mr Elias, on 
November 3 when Potter was seen in the 
street drunk.

Local businessman 
turned detective 
to catch fraudster 


A BARRY 

businessman who 
hired out vans 
“suspected a plot” 
when a customer 
called him to say he 
had been involved 
in a collision when 
driving one of his 
vehicles. 

Christopher Baker’s 
actions led to a man and 
his stepsister being 
sentenced at Cardiff 
Crown Court for then- 
involvement in a staged 
road traffic accident.

this fraud demonstrate a 
degree of foresight and 
planning. Fortunately, 
this fraudulent claim 
was not to succeed.” 

He said there was real 
public concern about the 
false stating of road 
traffic accidents which 
drove up premiums for 
honest motorists. 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said Mr Baker 
was a young 
businessman who rented 
out five vans from his 
premises in Barry. 

Phillips hired a van 
overnight on January 9, 
taking it at 4.45pm. 

At 7.10pm, Mr Baker 
received a telephone 
call from Downes to say 
there had been an 
accident and Downes’ 
vehicle had been hit 
from behind on Ffordd- 
y-Millennium, Barry, by 
a van driven by Phillips. 

Mr Baker became 
suspicious because 
Downes had not hired 
the vehicle. He tried to 
contact Phillips, but was 
unable to. 

Unknown to the 
defendant, there was a 
tracker on the van and 
Mr Baker found the 
parked vehicle with 
damage. 

Phillips later said: “I 
am in shock. I’m in 


Cardiff.” 

Mr Baker made more 
enquiries and suspected 
a plot. 

He discovered the 
van had been in a 
secluded area near 
Barry dock for four 
minutes. He went to the 
area and found debris 
from the van and 
believed it was the 
location of the collision. 

A week later, Phillips 
filled in an accident 
report form saying he 
had driven into the back 
of Downes’ vehicle, and 
it was his fault. The 
insurance company 
confirmed and 

investigated, and it was 
reported to the police. 

Phillips told officers 
he had been moving 
furniture and it was a 
legitimate accident. He 
said it had taken place 
on Ffordd-y- 

Millennium. Downes 
also said it was there. 

She was later 
prescribed painkillers 
by her doctor and said 
she had probably 
received a whiplash 
injury. 

The court heard that 
Mr Baker had suffered a 
£2,555 loss, and had 
sleepless nights and 
consulted a doctor 
because of stress. 


He also said he 
believed he had been 
targeted and that the 
behaviour of Phillips 
was callous. 

The court heard that 
Phillips had convictions 
for 82 offences, 
including making a false 
£4,600 insurance claim 
for the loss of jewellery. 

His counsel, Kevin 
Seal, said: “His 

antecedent history does 
him no credit. He 
became involved in this 
because of his financial 
predicament. 

“There was a lack of 
sophistication and he 
fears prison. His last 
offence was 10 years 
ago.” 

Solicitor Adam 
Sharp, for Downes, 
said: “She played a 
lesser role and her 
motive was not 

financial. She 

acknowledges it was an 
extremely foolish 
enterprise. The actual 
damage to her vehicle 
cost £300. 

“In the past,” he 
added, “she had 
overcome tragedy and 
the case has had a 
salutary effect on her.” 

Each was ordered to 
pay £60 victim 
surcharge.

Man IS jailed 
for ^despicable 
and cruel’ theft 


AN elderly widower was 
“devastated” when his next 
door neighbour, whom he 
regarded as a friend, stole 
approximately £6,000 from his 
life savings which he had put 
aside for his funeral expenses. 

The victim, Ronald Watkins, 87, 
broke down in tears when he 
discovered the theft, Cardiff Crown 
Court heard. 

Simon Orton, 52, was jailed for two 
years after pleading guilty to a charge 
of burglary. 

Recorder Paul Lewis QC told Orton, 
of Verona Place, Barry: “I have no 
doubt that your offending was pre¬ 
planned and you targeted your 
neighbour. It was despicable and 
cruel.” 

He added: “The offence was 
aggravated by it being a breach of 
trust.” 

Prosecutor David Thomas said Mr 
Watkins had lived at his address for 52 
years. Orton lived next door. 

On May 22, Mr Watkins went to his 
bedroom to collect money from a box 
where he kept his life savings, which 
he had put aside for his funeral. 

When he opened the box, said Mr 
Thomas, he became distraught and 
broke down in tears, because all that 
remained was £1,200. 

He contacted the police and his 
family, and shortly after, officers spoke 
to Orton, who was smelling of 


cannabis, and the allegation was put to 
him. 

He said: “Yes, I took it, it’s over 
there.” 

Underneath the cushion, the police 
found £480 and in Orton’s wallet was 
£ 20 . 

Orton apologised and when he was 
taken from his home, saw Mr Watkins 
and said: “Sorry, Ron.” 

He said he had known his neighbour 
for 23 years and had actually decorated 
the bedroom from where he stole the 
money over a period of five weeks. 

He said he had no money at the 
time, a relationship had broken down 
and he had spent it on food, cannabis 
and alcohol. 

Mr Watkins indicated he had taken 
10 years to save the cash, and in the 
past had loaned the defendant money 
to buy wine. 

He said his reaction was that he was 
“totally devastated” by the experience. 

Adam Sharp, for Orton, said: “He is 
selling his house for £40,000 and there 
is already an interested buyer. He 
expects to repay Mr Watkins and he 
does not wish to remain in the area. 

“He was always forthright with the 
police. His remorse is genuine and he 
feels utterly ashamed. It was totally 
out of character. 

“At the time, he was drinking a great 
deal and smoking cannabis daily. It 
was a heavy fall from grace.” 

Orton was ordered to pay Mr 
Watkins £5,300 compensation and a 
victim surcharge of £100. 


Pensioner spotted 
scam just in time 


A pensioner told 
The GEM how she 
had a narrow 
escape, after being 
telephoned by 
people making a 
tempting financial 
offer. 

The woman explained: 
“On Monday (August 4) 
I received a call from 
people stating that 
residents in Peterswell 
Road were paying too 
much money for their 
water. They added that I 
was paying too much for 
my gas and electricity as 
well.” 

The 85-year-old, who 
lives in Barry, spoke to a 
man and a woman who 
told her that they could 
organise on-going 
savings on her utility 
bills. They claimed in the 
long run she could save 
thousands of pounds. 

“They told me all I 
had to do was make a 
payment to them of £240 
and they would do the 
work to save money on 
my bills. They even gave 
me their telephone 
number and address.” 

This allayed the 
woman’s initial concerns 


and she made the 
‘necessary’ 
arrangements. 

But the woman, who 
due to her advanced 
years told The GEM she 
does not wish to be 
identified, said her 
brother-in-law who lives 
in Eairwater, warned her 
it was a fraud and that 
he’d paid over £280 in a 
similar situation which 
he managed to get back. 

The pensioner added: 
“I went down to Barclays 
Bank on Holton Road 


who stopped any 
payment. They were 
brilliant and reassured 
me access to the account 
was blocked. I think it is 
terrible that people are 
receiving calls like this. 
The people I spoke to 
were very plausible.”

Archer Mat wins 
record third world 
championship 


LLANTWIT 
MAJOR-born 
archer Mathew 
Symmonds has 
written himself into 
the record books 
after he won the 
IFAAWorld Field 
Archery 

Championships for 
a record third time.

Throughout this time, 
Mat has remained a 
member of Llantwit 
Major Archery Club, 
where his archery 
career began. He will 
next be in action at the 
GNAS Welsh Field 
Archery Championships 
in September at Ton 
Pentre, where he will 
defend his Welsh 
Championship title.

did not return: “No 
family was unaffected.” 

Some of those from 
Ewenny and St Brides 
Major served with the 
38th Welsh Division of 
the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers and took part 
in one of the bloodiest 
conflicts on the 
Somme - the battle of 
Mametz Wood in July 

1916. 

In their honour, the 
hymn ‘Aberystwyth’ 
was sung at the service, 
as the lads from the 
villages sang that hymn 
by Joseph Parry as they 
marched into battle. 

Some of those from 
the villages served in 
the Glamorgan 
Yeomanry and fought in 
the Battle of Gaza in 

1917. There is a direct 
connection between St 
Brides Major and Gaza 
today, as Fr Philip has 
visited Gaza many 
times in his work as co¬ 
ordinator of a fund 
which provides a 
mobile dental clinic for 
the Shija’ia district of 
Gaza, shelled in the 
recent conflict. He has 


visited the British 
Cemetery in Gaza in 
which are the graves of 
many soldiers from the 
53rd Welsh Division 
and the 74th Yeomanry 
Division in which men 
from villages of the 
Vale served. 

As the names of 


those on the war 
memorials in St Brides 
Major and Ewenny 
were read out, St 
Bridget’s church bell 
was tolled, and 25 
candles extinguished, 
one for each of those 
from the villages killed 
in the Eirst World War. 


The Two Minutes’ 
Silence was kept, 
wreaths were laid, and 
the new floodlights 
switched on.

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ANGER AT NATO SCHOOL DISRUPTION 


REGIONAL South Wales Central Tory AM, 
Andrew RT Davies, has criticised the Vale 
Council’s decision to tell local schools to close 
early in the first week of the new term, due to 
the NATO summit taking place 25 miles away 
in Newport, writes PHILIP IRWIN. 

Mr Davies, leader of the Welsh Conservatives, in 


a strongly-worded statement, called it a “horrible 
misjudgement by the Vale Council and Chris 
Elmore”. 

Coun Elmore is the cabinet member for 
education, and is also Labour’s prospective 
parliamentary candidate in next year’s general 
election. 

Andrew RT Davies said: “While it is fantastic that

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we are holding such a significant event in a city in 
Wales, the idea it will impact on the schooling of our 
children due to pressure on roads and local transport 
in areas such as Barry, Cowbridge and Llantwit 
Major is nothing short of bonkers. The ramifications 
of these early closures will wreak havoc to parents 
and employers, many of whom will be dismpted as 
they will have to take time off work. 

“It is also an important period of the academic 
year where many pupils are settling into new schools 
where the least disruption possible is required. 

“I have written to the South Wales Police to see 
what advice was given to the Vale Council, 
especially as other local authorities are not taking 
such action when they are involved in key events, 
such as receptions, visits and dinners for NATO 
delegates. 

“Erom the information I have received, only a 
limited number of delegates will be using Cardiff 
Airport as a point of access for the summit and as 
Wales Office Minister and Vale MP, Alun Cairns, has 
made abundantly clear, this decision far exceeds the 
advice issued by the NATO planning unit.” 

Coun Chris Elmore, cabinet member for 
children’s services at the Vale Council, responded: 
“Unlike Cardiff and Newport, where a number of 
schools are completely closed, there are no plans for 
schools in the Vale to close during the NATO 
summit. The council always seeks to avoid school 
closures and our advice to headteachers has 


prioritised the importance of keeping schools open 
to pupils. Given the scale of the event and role of 
Cardiff Airport, there will inevitably be disruption to 
the transport network in the Vale. A meeting to 
discuss how to minimise the impact of this on pupils 
in Vale took place in July between schools, a local 
authority officer and the local police. 

“At the meeting, advice for minimising disruption 
was agreed with local police and then circulated to 
all headteachers. The agreed advice was to 
implement staggered opening times for schools in 
the Vale. 

“Three possible options for minimising disruption 
to pupils’ education and alleviating possible stress 
on the transport network were discussed. The 
options of closing schools altogether, or operating 
three days of teacher training were dismissed. 

“There was a consensus that staggered opening 
was the best course of action. 

“The action taken by council officers has ensured 
that all pupils in the county will be able to attend 
school during the summit,” he pointed out. 

Conservative MP Alun Cairns, who has also been 
critical of the arrangements, said: “I want the Vale to 
benefit from the wonderful opportunity a NATO 
summit brings, but constituents deserve better 
decision-making from their council and what must 
be done now is to ensure that any disruption is kept 
to an absolute minimum.”

THIRTY volunteers 
average 20,000 hours 
annually, providing 
seven days a week 
cover for 365 days a 
year, and deal with 
just over 5,000 
patients over a 10- 
year period... 

Those are the 
impressive figures 
surrounding a group that 
began in June 2004 with 
eight members of the 
public completing their 
training to become Welsh 
Ambulance Services 
NHS Trust (WAST) 
Community First 

Responders (CFR) 

By September 2004, 
they had become active 
as a CFR team in the 
Barry community. 

When a patient faces a 
serious emergency, every 
second counts, and a 
simple helping hand 
from a Community First 
Responder can make a 
vital difference to their 
lives. When a 999 call is 
made, certain types of 
calls can mean that CFRs 
are alerted by one of 
WAST’s three Clinical 
Contact Centres (CCC) 
across Wales at the same 
time as an emergency 
vehicle so that they can 


provide essential care 
until the vehicle reaches 
the scene. 

“Community First 
Responders are 

volunteers from all walks 
of life,” commented 
Bryan Foley, from Barry 
who has been part of the 
Barry CFR team since its 
formation 10 years ago, 
and is a co-ordinator for 
the group. 

“We are not 
necessarily health care 
professionals, though of 
course, there are some 
who have that 
experience - but we 
come from various 
backgrounds, ranging 
from a mortgage advisor 
to a housewife. 

“We’re trained by the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service to administer 
basic life-saving skills, 
oxygen therapy, 

cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) and 
the use of a defibrillator.”

Joanne didn’t give up, 
and travelled to 
Bridgend hospital right 
away, where a doctor 
noticed the lump 
without Joanne 
prompting him, a 
Foundation 
spokeswoman reports. 

Summer was 
diagnosed with a 
Wilms’ tumour, a rare 
form of kidney cancer, 
in her left kidney. 

She endured six 
months of treatment at 
Cardiff’s University 
Hospital of Wales, 
before having the organ 
removed. Summer 
relapsed and the cancer 
returned in her right 
kidney six weeks later, 
which also had to be 
taken out. 

Before she could 
have a transplant for the 
second kidney. Summer 
spent two and a half

Wales for between 12 
and 14 hours every 
night.

After receiving a new 
kidney in 2012, recently 
Summer’s body has 
been trying to reject the 
kidney transplant, and 
after receiving treatment 
in hospital, she is now at 
home and on medication 
to stop the rejection 
going any further. 

Summer’s mother, 
Joanne Kansiray, is 
employed as a 
healthcare assistant, but 
has had to take time out 
to care for her daughter 
through this difficult 
time; care that she 
couldn’t give without 
the out-of-hours support 
from the Kidney Wales 
Foundation.

Vale faces three 
years of cuts as 
austerity bites 


THE Vale Council 
wants the 

community to face 
up to the effects of 
cuts that it will have 
to make over the 
next three years - a 
total of £32 million. 

This week, the Vale 
Council cabinet 

announced plans to 
launch a wide-ranging 
consultation on how the 
cuts could be made - and 
they made clear that 
nothing is free from 
scrutiny. 

Ideas that are up for 
consideration include 
more joint working with 
other local authorities, 
and looking at the 
possibility of letting the 
private sector run some 
services. The voluntary 
sector could also be in 
the frame for this type of 
arrangement. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said that it 
was a chance to look at 
“new and innovative 
methods of delivering its 
services” and the 
exercise has been 
described as the 
“Reshaping Services” 
strategy and change 
programme. 

Vale residents. 


community groups and 
other public sector 
organisations will be 
asked to play a role in 
shaping how Vale 
Council services will be 
delivered in the future. 

The council is 
launching a number of 
public engagement 
events which will allow a 
wide range of views on 
the future of services in 
the Vale to be heard, but 
the looming cuts mean 
that radical change could 
be on the way. 

Conn Neil Moore, 
Leader of the Council, 
said: “Central 

government’s austerity 
drive has created a period 
of financial pressures in 
the public sector we 
haven’t seen the like of 
before. 

“We will have to find 
over £10 million savings 
in 2015/16 and more than 
£32 million in total over 
the next three years. 

‘“Business as usual’ is 
simply not an option for 
the council. If we want to 
continue to provide the 
services that we know 
our residents need, then 
we must find new ways 
of delivering them. 

“Even though the 
council has an excellent 


track record of delivering 
services economically 
and effectively, we know 
that we are now moving 
into new and unexplored 
territory. We have to be 
radical and innovative 
and consider how things 
could be done 
differently.“ 

Quickly out of the 
blocks with a comment 
was Plaid Cymru’s Conn 
Ian Johnson, who warned 
the council against taking 
steps towards 

privatisation. 

He said: “The Vale 
Council is a fairly well 
off local authority in 
Welsh terms, as you 
would expect, after 
increasing council taxes 
by a total of 9.5 per cent 
over the past two years, 
so we do not accept the 
need for swingeing cuts 
that don’t improve 
services. 

“If we can improve 
services, then Plaid 
Cymru will support any 
proposed changes, and 
we will engage with this 
process. 

“Plaid Cymru are 
concerned about 

spinning off parts of the 
council into the private 
sector where the for- 
profit sector may lead to 


£60 PENALTY FOR 
SKIPPING SCHOOL 


PARENTS of pupils 
who are absent 
from school could 
face a £60 bill - 
after a new law was 
passed by the Welsh 
Government. 

Applying the new law 
is the responsibility of 
the Vale Council, and on 
Monday this week, the 
cabinet of the Vale 
Council voted to make 
plans to introduce the 
scheme. 

The council will have 
to develop a Code of 
Conduct, and then the 
Education Welfare 
Service (EWS) will 
operate it. 

In a report considered 
by cabinet, members 
were told that the EWS 
investigates cases of 
irregular attendance 
from school, and can 
take legal action. 

However, Eixed 
Penalty Notices (EPNs) 
are thought to offer a 
means of swift 
intervention to prevent 
individual cases 
becoming entrenched 
and progressing to the 
local magistrate’s courts. 

A penalty notice will 
be £60 if paid within 28 
days of receipt of the 
notice, rising to £120 if 
paid after 28 days (but 
within 42 days of 
receipt). 

If the penalty is not 
paid in full by the end of 
the 42 days the local 
authority must either 


prosecute parents/carers 
for the offence or 
withdraw the notice. 

However, the report 
said that withdrawal of 
the notice can only take 
place in very limited 
circumstances as set out 
in the code of conduct. 

The legislation allows 
headteachers and the 
police (including their 
nominated deputies) as 
well as designated local 
authority officers 
(EWOs) the powers to 
issue EPNs. 

However, the Vale 
Council intends that all 
EPNs will be issued by 
the EWS. This is 
designed to rule out the 
issuing of duplicate 
penalty notices. 

Penalty notices may 
be considered in the 
following circumstances: 

• Where a minimum 
of 10 unauthorised 
sessions (five school 
days) have occurred in 
the current term (these 
do not need to be 
consecutive); 

• Unauthorised 
absence from school due 
to a term time holiday 
and where there is a 
history of poor 
attendance; 

• Persistent lateness of 
more than 10 sessions in 
the current term i.e. 
arrived at school after 
the close of the 
registration period; 

• Where parent/carers 
have failed to engage 
with the school and/or 
the EWS in attempts to 


improve attendance but 
where court sanctions 
have not been instigated; 

• Where a pupil 
regularly comes to the 
attention of the police 
during school hours for 
being absent from school 
without an acceptable 
reason. 

EPNs will not be used 
as an immediate action 
e.g. on pupils found to 
be truanting during 
truancy operations. 


corners being cut and 
safety being 

compromised - for staff 
and members of the 
public.” 

Conn Johnson is not 
pointing a finger at the 
Westminster Coalition 
Government. He insisted: 
“Any cuts being made to 
local government 

services are now the sole 
responsibility of the 
Labour Government in 
Cardiff, and the Vale 
Council. 

“If they are not happy 
with their budget, then 
they should take that up 
with the Minister in 
Cardiff, not take it out on 
the Vale public through 
cuts to our essential 
public services.” 

The Vale Council 
spokesman countered: 
“According to many, a 
period of “permanent 
austerity” is now likely 
for councils across the 
UK for the foreseeable 
future. 

“Without radical 
action, continued cuts to 
budgets will result in a 
steady decline in the 
quality and variety of 
public services. 

“Only by considering 
new ways of working, 
can local councils 
continue to provide a 
broad range of services 
and to an acceptable 
standard. 

“To address the 
challenges ahead, the 
council is launching a 
change programme 
which will affect all parts 
of the organisation. It’s 
forecast that it will take 
three years to 
accomplish.” 

• In the report 
considered by the 
cabinet members this 
week, it was pointed out 
that the Vale Council is 
20th out of 22 local 
authorities in terms of 
funding per head of 
population.

Artist Frank Roper remembered 
in centenary exhibition in Barry 


FROM his cliff-top 
workshop, overlooking 
Penarth Pier, artist Frank 
Roper spent over 50 years 
producing his unique 
sculptures and stained 
glass windows for churches 
throughout Wales and 

England. 

These include works for 
cathedrals at Durham,

Frank Roper was born in

In 1947, Roper was appointed 
as a lecturer in charge of sculpture 
at The School of Art, in Cardiff. 
He later became Vice-Principal, 
where he remained until his

retirement in 1973. 

At a special exhibition, 
celebrating the centenary of his 
birth, photographs of his work 
produced for churches in the Vale 
are on display at Travellers 
Gallery, Barry. 

These include two sculptures 
seen at St Mary’s Church, 
Penmark and Saint Augustine’s 
Church, Penarth and 
commemorative windows from St 
Tydfil’s Church, Llyswomey, St 
Mary’s Church, Wenvoe, St 
Peter’s Church, Dinas Powis, All 
Saints’ Churches at Penarth and 


Barry, as well as two fine 
examples from St Michael’s 
Church, Michaelston-le-Pit. His 
work from Christ Church, Roath, 
Cardiff and his fine reredos screen 
at the Lady Chapel, Llandaff 
Cathedral will also feature. 

There is also a rare opportunity 
to see some of his original 
sculptures on loan for this 
occasion. 

Travellers Gallery is run by 
VoGA (Vale of Glamorgan Artists) 
in partnership with MIND in the 
Vale.

RIOT FOR THE INBETWEENERS 


Tidy-up awards 
for local projects 


B ritish 

television 
comedy has 
often found its way 
onto the big screen, 
but more often than 
not, the filmed 
versions of these 
shows pale in 
comparison to their 
small screen 
brethren - the cast 
usually upping sticks 
and going on holiday 
(worst offender? 
Holiday On The 
Buses). 

So when that was 
announced as the plot of 
The Inbetweeners Movie 
in 2011, the trepidation 
was palpable; however, 
the film was easily the 
equal of the show itself, 
and despite protests that 


that was the end of the 
road for the gang, its 
success meant a second 
big screen outing was 
more than likely. 

In The Inbetweeners 
2, we pick up with the 
gang spread out, with 
Jay (James Buckley) 
backpacking in 
Australia; when Will 
(Simon Thomas), Simon 
(Joe Thomas) and Neil 
(Blake Harrison) decide 
to forego the pleasures 
of Britain and university 
and follow him out 
there, things (as you 
may imagine) take a 
turn for the awkward 
and embarrassing... 

Speaking from 
personal experience, the 
adventures of the 
Inbetweeners are all too 
real and close to the 


bone, but at the same 
time, this basis in 
reality makes the 
humour and 

relationships of the boys 
feel realistic and 
natural. 

This second big 
screen adventure takes 
the next logical step 
from a boys’ holiday 
celebrating the end of 
secondary education - 
that of a gap year 
sojourn to the land 
Down Under funded by 
higher education - but 
those who imagined this 
second outing to be a 
basic retread of the first 
are in the wrong as The 
Inbetweeners 2 is a 
hilariously funny, yet 
touching, outing that 
uses the boys’ (very) 
burgeoning maturity to 


both comedic and 
heartfelt effect. Both the 
show and the previous 
film weren’t afraid to 
use extreme humour to 
get laughs, but it was 
always underpinned 
with that sense of male 
bonhomie and the fact 
that, beneath all the 
bluster, they actually 
really like each other. 

It’s a tactic that this 
outing also uses, but 
taking the boys out of 
the confines of their 
common room hasn’t 
made them any less 
socially awkward - now 
it’s university that has it 
in for them - and 
reflecting their status in 
society in a more 
mature setting works 
wonderfully well. 

Creators (and this 
time around directors) 
Damon Beesly and Iain 
Morris have great fun in 
playing up their 
characters’ foibles, with 
their concerns having 
moved on from trying 
to talk to girls, to trying 
to extract themselves 
from relationships, 
pining for loves lost, or 
seeing where they fit in 
in the world at large. 

That isn’t to say that 
the film loses itself in 
introspection - far from 
it, it just gives Beesly 
and Morris the 
opportunity to widen 
the scale of creating 
awkward and 
embarrassing situations

for the boys, something 
they take full advantage 
of. There are, as you 
would expect, callbacks 
to jokes from previous 
outings, but the sly nods 
and winks are subtly 
done and are executed 
in a way that don’t feel 
shoehomed in. The pair 
deserve particular praise 
for a scene towards the 
end that sums up the 
Inbetweeners - coarse 
humour with a sense of 
unspoken friendship and 
camaraderie finally 
bubbling to the surface. 

The cast are, as you 
would expect, all superb 
- Simon Bird does 
exasperation to 
perfection, Joe Thomas’ 
dead-eyed panic is 
wonderful to watch. 


James Buckley adds a 
depth of pain to Jay’s 
earnestly boastful 
nature, while Blake 
Harrison’s gormless 
Neil is both heartfelt 
and gloriously unaware 
- with the new 
additions having little to 
do but doing it 
reasonably well. 

The backpackers and 
Australians do feel a 
touch stereotypical, 
sketched in the loosest 
possible terms - while 
the plot isn’t going to 
leave anybody shocked 
and surprised. 

But these are minor 
concerns in what is an 
otherwise wonderfully 
sweary and caustic 
comedy that more than 
matches the rest of the 
Inbetweeners’ output. 

VERDICT - 
Wonderfully coarse, 
hilariously funny yet 
not without a satisfying 
dollop of heart. The 
Inbetweeners 2 hits all 
the right notes as the 
boys return to the big 
screen. Doing exactly 
what you would want it 
to, while moving into 
slightly more grown-up 
concerns as well, it’s a 
predictable, but 
incredibly humorous 
second outing. 

Highly recommended.

W HETHER you 
are creating a 
new wildlife 
garden, or have an 
established one, think of it 
as a nature reserve and 
you are the warden. 

Here are ten wildlife friendly 
tips to get your own wildlife 
reserve under way: 

1. Grow a mixture of native 
and non-native plants to provide 
nectar and pollen for bees and 
other insects. Choose plants that 
flower at different times of year 
to ensure that pollen and nectar 
are available over a long period. 
Select trees and shrubs with 
berries for birds and other 
animals. 

2. Create a water feature in 
your garden. A pond, ideally 
without fish, will enable 
amphibians and dragonflies to 
breed. If a pond is not practical, 
a simple bird bath or pebble 
fountain will provide a place for 
animals to drink. 

3. Delay cutting back 
perennials until the spring. The 
seed heads that remain provide 


valuable food for birds and other 
animals through the winter, while 
the stems and foliage provide 
valuable shelter for hibernating 
insects. 

4. Recycle your organic 
kitchen and garden waste to 
create compost for the garden. 
The compost heap will not only 
provide you with an excellent 
soil conditioner but will also be 
home to invertebrates and other 
animals, and is a rich feeding 
ground for birds and beetles. 

5. Create additional habitats 
for wildlife by growing climbing 
plants against bare walls and 
fences. These provide valuable 
cover and food for birds, insects 
and mammals, as well as adding 
extra interest to the garden. 

6. Dead wood is a valuable 
habitat, supporting a wide range 
of invertebrates. Dead wood can 
be used to create a simple wood 
pile or interesting sculptural 
feature. 

7. Help wildlife by providing 
additional features such as bird 
and bat boxes, solitary bee nests 
and bird feeders. Birds can be 
provided with food, either bought 
seed or food scraps, throughout 


the year. 

8. Consider leaving part of 
your lawn uncut. Long grass is 
an excellent habitat for 
grasshoppers, beetles and young 
amphibians, and provides roosts 
for insects such as damselflies. 
Grasses are also important food 
sources for the caterpillars of 
some butterflies. 

9. Where possible, avoid using 
pesticides and herbicides, instead 
use mulches to control weeds, 
select disease resistant varieties 
of plants and use cultural or 
biological control methods to 
combat pests. Encourage a 
natural balance to develop by 
having as wide a range of plants 
and animals as possible. 

10. Think carefully about the 
origin of anything you buy for 
your garden. Ensure that plants 
come from cultivated stock and 
that the use of any material, such 
as potting compost, does not put 
a habitat under threat, whether in 
the UK or abroad.

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Go geometric to make your 
home fresh and stylish... 


E ven if you hated maths 
at school, it could be time 
to brush up on your 
geometry, as decor focuses on 
shapes and angles. 

Lines, triangles, hexagons, chevrons 
and circles are proliferating in pattern 
and are a must-have not just for this 
season but beyond, as they feature 
strongly in Autumn collections. 

“Geometries are a popular choice 
for bringing pattern into the home, 
with sharp, angular designs such as 
zigzags and graphic prints currently 
leading the way as favourites,” says 
Kate Tansley, creative director at 
Multiyork. 

“Softer on the eye, circular 
geometric-style prints are also making 
an impact and are a great way to 
introduce the trend into a space and 
give it a stylish uplift. 

“Geometric patterns lend 
themselves perfectly to fabric and can 
easily turn functional furniture, like a 
sofa or chair, into a striking statement 
piece.” 

Of course, geometry isn’t solely 
represented in print; natural geometry 


is all around us, and it can be found in 
furniture design and architecture, so 
there’s no need to completely redesign 
your home to add a touch of the trend. 

Our love of shape and angle goes 
back through history, the ancient 
Greeks and Moroccans both used its 
principles in their interior design. 

Today, many leading designers use 
strong geometric shapes, combined 
with symmetry, to bring a coveted 
feeling of elegance, order and 
tranquillity to spaces. 

“Art Deco-inspired interiors, with 
their characteristic geometric lines and 
patterns, are enjoying a renaissance,” 
agrees Karen Anderson, editor at 
online interiors company, Alison At 
Home. 

“Last year’s Great Gatsby film had 
a big influence, fashion’s embraced 
pattern and shapes as well. Perhaps 
more significantly, we’re living 
through cash-poor times, and the fact 
that this trend so effortlessly creates a 
sense of opulence makes it very 
desirable. 

“If you really want a ‘wow’ factor 
introduce geometries in monochrome 
or gold.”

So forget Pythagoras’ theorem and 
all that baffles - the correct answer is 
to sum up your style with glamorous 
geometric shapes. 

MONO MAGIC 

Devotees of neutrals have known 
all along that colour may be cool for 
the moment, but clean, sharp 
monochrome or fashionable smoky 
grey schemes have timeless appeal 
and suit any interior. 

“People often think these patterns 
can only work in bold bright colours, 
but that’s a misconception because 
they work equally well in 
monochrome or grey palettes,” says 
Katie Watson, interior designer at 
furniture specialists, Fishpools. 

“The combination of strong design 
in monochrome shades creates a 
clean-cut, classic look which is easy 
on the eye and can easily be 
enlivened, if necessary, with ‘pops’ of 
colour.” 

TIP: When it comes to shapes, the 
look you create will depend on the 


lines and angles you pick. Curved 
lines give geometries a retro twist, 
whereas sharper angles look more 
contemporary. 

Work the room with patterned walls 
or flooring. A monochrome pattern of 
squares could enhance a feeling of 
space in a room. 

NATURAL PATTERN 

Soft green and yellow shades paired 
with pattern are a subtle choice, and in 
tune with our desire to feature the 
colours of nature and showcase 
natural materials like wood and stone. 

“Pattern and colour can be daunting 
to use at first, so play around with 
samples of fabric to ensure that you’re 
picking up on a similar colourway or 
design, as this will ensure cohesion in 
a scheme,” says Kate Tansley at 
Multiyork. 

“Less is more, is a good rule to 
follow - even if you’re passionate 
about these patterns. Too many ‘busy’ 
or varied prints can make a room feel 
chaotic, so limit your choice to two or 
three and ensure there are enough 
neutral accents to balance them out.” 

TIP: To make a furniture piece the 
centre of attention, opt for a large. 


oversized geometric print in a vibrant 
colour palette. 

OUT OF THE BLUE 

Blue still reigns supreme in 
interiors, and whether you choose its 
palest hues or deep indigos, pair it 
with pattern and it will surely pack a 
punch and speak volumes about your 
decor credentials. 

“Create your own take on the 
Scandi-look by introducing bold, 
geometric prints in a neutral backdrop, 
to give your home a clean, modem 
feel,” says Philip Watkin, designer at 
sofa specialists, DFS. 

“Choose soft, cool colours to reflect 
as much light as possible and open up 
small spaces to make them feel bigger, 
then experiment with bold patterns. 
Small or large doses of geometric 
pattern will help create a lively, 
interesting scheme.” 

TIP: Choose a framed print with a 
geometric design in a dominant colour 
on a bright background. Place it in a 
focal point in your room and keep the 
wall a pale colour. 

The eye will focus on the pattern, 
while the wall will appear to fade 
away, expanding the space.

DR JONATHAN HICKS TELLS THE STORY 
BEHIND A LOCAL CHURCH’S MEMORIAL

A DAY after 
attending an 
event on 
August 4 to 
commemorate the 
Great War 
centenary, which so 
many of us did, 
there was a knock 
on my door. 

A gentleman named 
Harry Holmes informed 
me that he and a friend, 
Rhys Howell, had 
rescued a war memorial, 
and asked if I would like 
to have it for 
safekeeping. 

They had been 
working in a Barry 
church and had saved 
the marble memorial 
before it was disposed 
of. 

The Trinity 
Presbyterian Church 
memorial lists the names 
of five local men who 
each laid down his life 
for this country during 
that terrible war. 

Private William 
Norman Hale served 
with the 2nd (Welsh) 
Field Ambulance of the 
Royal Army Medical 
Corps. He was the son 
of William and Elsie 
Hale of School House in 
Sully, where his mother 
was a schoolmistress. 
William attended Cardiff 
High School before

enlisting in the army at 
the start of the war. 

After no doubt 
helping to save many 
lives, William died of 
pneumonia aged 26 on 
November 28, 1918 and 
is buried in Alexandria 
(Hadra) War Memorial 
Cemetery. 

Private Thomas 
William Healey was the 
son of William Healey 
of 36 Commercial Road. 
He had emigrated to 
Australia before the war 
and had lived there for 
three years before 
enlisting in the 
Australian Army in 
March 1916 at 
Freemantle, Western 
Australia. He gave his 
occupation as that of a 
waiter. On a return visit 
to Barry he married 
Edith Morgan on 
November 18, 1916 and 
she was living at 70 


a short history of one of 
Park Funeral Directors 
co-owner’s relatives. 

The late George James 
Ball served in the Royal 
Engineers for the entire 
conflict, as he was a fully 
qualified electrician with 
Cardiff Corporation 
Transport Trams 

(electrics being the new 
technology of that era). 

Flags from different 
branches of the military 
service are displayed, in 
recognition of all those 
who gave their lives 
during the Great War. 

The public is invited to 
call in to see the display. 


Broad Street. Edith 
remained in Barry 
awaiting his return from 
the war. 

He was hospitalised 
with trench foot in 
December 1916 and 
returned for treatment in 
England before being 
sent back to the Front in 
July 1917. He was 
hospitalised again in 
August with scabies. 

Thomas was killed on 
October 12,1917, aged 
25, while serving with 
the 34th Battalion of the 
Australian Infantry 
during the Battle of 
Passchendaele. His 
body was never 
identified and he is 
remembered with honour 
on the Menin Gate in 
Ypres. 

Private Benjamin 
Jeremiah, aged 19, of 
the London Scottish 
Regiment, the eldest son 
of Mr B Jeremiah of 18 
Barry Road, fell mortally 
wounded in action 
during the Battle of 
Cambrai in France on 23 
November 1917 - a day 
of heavy fighting known 
as ‘Bloody Friday’. He 
had been in the army for 
over twelve months and 
had been on active 
service in France for six 
months. The bereaved 
parents received a letter 
of sympathy from the 
King. 

The young soldier 
was a former pupil of 
Cadoxton School and is 
remembered on the 
school memorial. His 
close friend. Private 
Reginald Williams from 
Cardiff, was killed in the 
same battle. 

Lieutenant (Acting 
Captain) Idris Roberts 
from Cardiff Road 
served with the 17th 
Battalion of the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers. He was 
working in the Civil 
Service when he enlisted 
in January 1915, aged 
19. He later married 
while home for a brief 
period on leave and had 
one child. 


Idris had been 
educated at Cadoxton 
and Barry County 
Schools, and is 
remembered on those 
memorials too. He was 
top in the scholarship 
examination to enter the 
County School so a 
promising career 
beckoned. 

Sadly, he died of 
wounds received in 
action on September 2, 
1918 at a casualty 
clearing station as the 
result of a gunshot 
wound to his left 
shoulder. He is buried in 
Varennes Military 
Cemetery, north of 
Albert in France. 

Thomas Charles 
Cooling died on June 
24, 1922. He was the 
son of a dock constable 
and his brother William 
was a stretcher bearer 
with the 9th Devonshires 
who had been wounded 
in September 1915. 

Thomas was a 
sergeant in the Royal 
Fusiliers and had never 
fully recovered from 
wounds received in 
1916. After the war he 
had returned to his job at 
the Audit Office in the 
Docks Offices. 

He had undergone 
several operations to no 
avail and he succumbed 
to the effects of his last 
operation in a hospital in 
Neath on the day of his 
intended marriage. 
Thomas was buried in 
Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery. 

Thanks to the efforts 
of Harry and Rhys, a 
significant part of 
Barry’s history has been 
saved, and I look 
forward to the time when 
the town has its own 
museum so that it can be 
properly displayed. 

Should readers wish

£2m IN WALES

IN 2013, rural 
crime in Wales cost 
the economy an 

estimated £2m (up 
from £1.9m in 

2012), according to 
a UK-wide survey 
by NFU Mutual. 

Its annual Rural Crime 
Survey shows the 

nationwide cost of rural 
crime totalled an 

estimated £44.5m in 
2013 - a rise of 5.2 per 
cent. The new figure 
reverses a fall of 19 per 
cent in 2012. 


The most common 
items targeted by thieves 
in south and mid Wales 
over the last 12 months 
were tools, quad bikes 
and fuel such as domestic 
heating oil and farmers’ 
supplies of ‘red’ diesel. 

More than half of staff 
interviewed from 

hundreds of NFU Mutual 
offices in rural 
communities around the 
UK also said they’d seen 
customers suffer repeat 
crimes or had high-value 
items stolen.

Carmarthen. These tests, 
which can cost up to 
£150 each, will be 
available free of charge 
to anyone applying for 
one ofUWTSD’s PGCE 
courses, provided they 
satisfy all the other 
entry requirements for 
their chosen course. 

That would usually 
involve a good degree 
classification (2.2 or 
better) in a subject 
relevant to the 
curriculum subject they 
wish to teach.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


Ups and downs 
of beekeeping 


THE beekeeper’s year is 
drawing to a close - but 
swarming is still taking place. 

I have been called out to take care 
of two this month. However, a 
changing weather pattern is forecast 
and this should have some effect on 
the bees’ behaviour. 

Warm sunny days have certainly 
been a boon to all of the pollinating 
insects. The honeybees have 
responded very well, and as I have 
several apiaries to look to, at times I 
have not been able to keep up with 
the demand for more space that the 
expanding colonies require, and this 
is one of the reasons for the 
swarming. 

Although swarming is a natural 
occurrence within a honeybee colony, 
and it is after all how the species 
ensure their survival, it does not 
always produce the correct end result. 

What do I mean by this? 

Let’s look at a colony that is in 
swarming mode, to start with Queen 
cells are produced, the bees 
manufacture several so that they have 
a choice. 

When the time is right, off goes the 
old Queen with a majority of the 
colony (a swarm), a mixture of old 
bees, young bees and drones (males). 
This exodus gives the remaining bees 
the space they require, and eventually 
one of those occupied Queen cells 
will produce a new virgin Queen. 

The remaining Queen cells will be 
destroyed by the bees as they only 
require one Queen per colony. 

Should things go to plan, the new 
Queen will at some time leave the 
hive and go on her mating flight. On 
her return as a mated Queen, the 


colony is once again in a stable 
condition and all should be well. 

However, I am finding that in the 
colonies where swarming has 
occurred, there is no sign of eggs or 
larvae. This indicates that for some 
reason a laying Queen is not in 
residence. The future for this colony 
is not looking at all good. 

Another reason for lack of colony 
stability is that several of the Queen 
cells all produce Queens at the same 
time. This gives rise to several small 
groups of bees, plus one of the 
several new Queens leaving the 
colony as a cast (a handful of bees). 

This creates a very unstable 
condition and as bee numbers are 
reduced, there are not enough in 
residence to get things under control 
and provide the balance that is 
required. A colony without a 
functioning Queen is going to fail! 

As I have several colonies in this 
state, I could see them die out. It is 
my intention to unite these bees 
without a Queen to others that have 
one, (a later article will explain this). 

If all goes according to plan, the 
survival of a doomed colony will 
occur. 

Beekeeping does have its ups and 
downs, and this year has provided me 
with some honey, as well as problems 
that I may or may not be able to 
solve. Programmes on TV show only 
the ups of beekeeping and many a 
newcomer is going to be very 
perplexed on occasions. 

The bees at least know what they 
are doing, even if the beekeeper at 
times does not.

LOCAL businesses 
are being warned to 
ensure that only 
trained gas 

engineers are 
employed to carry 
out work on their 
premises. 

Following a spate of 
instances where 

unregistered engineers 
have carried out work 
using false certificates, 
public protection officers 
from the Vale Council are 
currently carrying out 
safety checks at Barry 
takeaways. 

“Establishments have 
been provided with 
information that will 
allow the owners to 
check the credentials of 
any gas engineer before 
they begin the work,” a 
spokesperson said. 

“Work carried out by a 
non-registered engineer 
will not be recognised as 
being carried out by a 
competent person and 
both the gas engineer and 
the owner could be 
prosecuted. 

“The safety certificate 
provided would be null 
and void and it might

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PORTHCAWL REMEMBERS THE GREAT 
WAR WITH MUSEUM AS CENTREPIECE

THANKS to good organisation and 
equally good weather, the event held over 
the weekend of August 2/3 in Porthcawl to 
commemorate the centenary of the start 
of World War One, was a great success. 

The town went back in time to 1914 and the 
events and the weather certainly brought the crowds 
out to pack John Street for the occasion. 

An early start was made by Ceri and Paul Joseph, 
who arrived very early at the museum in a vintage 
Austin Seven car. The magnificent World War One 
exhibition in the Porthcawl Museum was formally 
opened at 10am by the High Sheriff of Mid 
Glamorgan, Elizabeth Singer, and the Mayor of 
Porthcawl, Coun Sean Aspey. 

They were joined later in the morning by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Mid Glamorgan, Kate Thomas. 

As well as the permanent World War One 
exhibition in the museum, there were 
demonstrations given of Morse code and amateur 
radio broadcasts. The Y Centre was filled with 
exhibits and stands of all descriptions, and the 
illustrated talks were packed out to capacity. 

The girls in the back room at the YMCA provided 
a continuous supply of tea, coffee and cakes 
throughout the day. There were traders and shows in 
John Street and music at the bandstand by the 
Porthcawl Community Orchestra. 

Shops had been encouraged to decorate their 
windows to commemorate World War One and 
period costumes were the order of the day. 

Prizes were given for the best dressed shop 
windows and the best period costumes for both 
children and adults. 

The Suffragettes, led by Emmeline Pankhurst 
(alias Ceri Joseph), caused quite a stir when they 
noisily marched down John Street for a 
confrontation with representatives of both the law 
and Army outside the museum, where one of their 
members was chained to the railings. 

A very eventful day ended with a World War One 
commemorative service in All Saints’ Church, led 
by the Rector of Porthcawl, Canon Philip Masson. 
In the Service, he placed emphasis on the 400 
Servicemen who left Porthcawl to take part in World 
War One and the 108 who did not return. 

The lighting of 400 candles by members of the 
congregation was led by Elizabeth Singer. Canon 
Phillip Masson brought the service to its conclusion 
by extinguishing 108 candles in memory of those 
who did not return. 

After the service, a group led by Canon Masson 
gathered at the War Memorial for a quiet moment of 
reflection.

Lakeside Pan the new 
horse belonging to old 
favourite John Elder 
from New Quay took the 
dash driven by son 
Wayne, while No Mercy 
(Weigel Llanddewi 
Velfrey) was second and 
Mahogany Magic 

(Davies Dehewyd) was 
third. 

The tension mounted 
with the three finals; the 
first, the Novice gave the 
Johns family from 
Shrewsbury reason to 
celebrate as Derek 
Pritchard brought back 
marker Habberley 
Playboy home in front of 
Brywins Lucky Charm 
(Jones Brecon) and 
Chaps O Neil (Morgan 
Builth). 

This win now qualifies 
Habberley Playboy for 
open racing. 

The Grade B final 
provided a win for 
another backmarker as 
Welfieldlifestyle 
powered home for the 
Edmunds family from 


Porthcawl, with Kickstart 
(Williams Brecon) 
second and another 
backmarker The Bold 
Jack (Gething Gilwern) 
in third. The next time 
Wellfieldlifestyle 
appears on a race track he 
will be in the Grade A. 

The penultimate race 
of the day was the Grade 
A final, which is every 
horse owner’s dream. 
This year Bon Jasper 
(Jones Llanllwni) 

showed what a class 
horse he is, by repeating 
last year’s success, in the 
hands of Mark White; he 
joins the very select band 
of horses who have won 
Penybont premier race 
more than once. 

In second place was 
Clares Own (Evans 
Newcastle Emlyn) while 
Meadowland Hasty 
(Price Brecon) was third.
